100 years. We have updated it to be knitted in 3 ply 
or 2 ply. 



Measurements (approx) 

127x127 cm

Patons Fairytale 3 ply Courtelle/Bri-Nylon 
5 50 gram balls 

Patons Fairytale 2 ply Courtelle/Bri-Nylon 
9 25 gram balls 



Quantities of yarn are approximate as 
they are based on average require- 
ments. Check the actual yarn colour - 
as printing may not match yarn exactly. 

Pair No 4 mm Milward needles for 3 
ply. 

Pair No AV 2 mm Milward needles for 2 
ply. 

Tension 

26 sts and 34 rows to 1 0 cm (stocking 
st) for 3 ply and 2 ply. 

Caution 

It is essential to work to the stated 
tension, and we cannot accept 
responsibility for the finished product if 
any yarn other than the specified yarns 
is used. 

Abbreviations 

K=knit; st=stitch; tog=together; alt= 
alternate; rep=repeat; cm=centi- 
metres; in=inches; mm=millimetres; 
sL=slip; yfwd=yarn forward; yon= 
yarn on needle; psso=pass slip stitch 
over; patt=pattern. 

Instructions for 3 ply and 2 ply. 

CENTRE 

Cast on 3 sts. 

1st row — ^Yon, K to end. 

Rep this row until there are 60 loops up 
each side of work. 

Next row— Yon, K3tog, K to end. 
Rep this row until 3 sts remain. Cast 
off. 



BORDER 

With right side of work facing, knit up 
loops from one side, K 1 row. 



Work as follows: 1st row — ^Yon, 
K3,* (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, K6; rep from 

• to last 9 sts, (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, K3. 
2nd row — ^Yon, K to end. 

3rd and 4th rows — ^As 2nd. 5th 
row— Yon, K2, (K2tog) 3 times, 

• (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 6 times; 
rep from * to last 14 sts, (yfwd, K1 ) 6 
times, (K2tog) 3 times, K2. 

6th to 8th row— As 2nd. 9th row— 
Yon, K3, K2tog, yfwd, K1, (K2tog) 
twice, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 6 
times; rep from * to last 1 6 sts, (yfwd, 
K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) twice, K1 , yfwd, 
K2tog, K3. 

10th to 12th row — ^As 2nd. 13th 
row — ^Yon, K3, (yfwd, K1) twice, 
(K2tog) 4 times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, 
(K2tog) 6 times; rep from * to last 19 
sts, (yfwd, K1) 6 times, (K2tog) 4 
times, (yfwd, K1 ) twice, K3. 

14th to 16th row— As 2nd. 17th 
row — ^Yon, K3, (yfwd, K1) 3 times, 
(K2tog) 5 times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, 
(K2tog) 6 times; rep from * to last 22 
sts, (yfwd, K1) 6 times, (K2tog) 5 
times, (yfwd, K1 ) 3 times, K3. 

18th to 20th row — ^As 2nd. 21st 
row — ^Yon, K3, (yfwd, K1 ) 4 times, 
(K2tog) 6 times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, 
(K2tog) 6 times; rep from * to last 7 
sts, (yfwd, K1 ) 4 times, K3. 

22nd to 24th row — As 2nd. 25th 
row— Yon, K3, K2tog, (yfwd, K1) 5 
times, (K2tog) 6 times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 
times, (K2tog) 6 times; rep from * to 
last 10 sts, (yfwd, K1 ) 5 times, K2tog, 
K3. 

26th to 28th row — As 2nd. 29th 
row— Yon, K3, (K2tog) twice, * (yfwd, 
K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 6 times; rep from 
*to last 13 sts, (yfwd, K1) 6 times, 
(K2tog) twice, K3. 



30th to 32nd row — ^As 2nd. 33rd 
row— Yon, K3, yfwd, K1, (K2tog) 3 
times, * (y^d, K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 6 
times; rep from * to last 1 6 sts, (yfwd, 
K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 3 times, K1 , yfwd, 
K3. 

34th to 36th row — ^As 2nd. 37th 
row— Yon, K3, (yfwd, K1) twice, 
(K2tog) 4 times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, 
(K2tog) 6 times; rep from * to last 19 
sts, (yfwd, K1) 6 times, (K2tog) 4 
times, (yfwd, K1 ) twice, K3. 

38th to 40th row— As 2nd. 41st 
row— Yon, K3, (yfwd, K1) 3 times, 
(K2tog) 5 times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, 
(K2tog) 6 times; rep from * to last 22 
sts, (yfwd, K1) 6 times, (K2tog) 5 
times, (yfwd, K1 ) 3 times, K3. 

42nd to 44th row— As 2nd. 45th 
row— Yon, K3, (yfwd, K1) 4 times, 
(K2tog) 6 times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, 
(K2tog) 6 times; rep from * to last 7 
sts, (yfwd, K1 ) 4 times, K3. 

46th to 48th row — ^As 2nd. 49th 
row — ^Yon, K3, K2tog, (yfwd, K1) 5 
times, (K2tog) 6 times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 
times, (K2tog) 6 times; rep from * to 
last 1 0 sts, (yfwd, K1 ) 5 times, K2tog, 
K3. 

50th to 52nd row — ^As 2nd. 53rd 
row— Yon, K3, (K2tog) twice, * (yfwd, 
K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 6 times; rep from 
*to last 13 sts, (yfwd, K1) 6 times, 
(K2tog) twice, K3. 

54th to 56th row— As 2nd. 57th 
row — ^Yon, K3, yfwd, K1, (K2tog) 3 
times, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 6 
times; rep from * to last 1 6 sts, (yfwd, 
K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 3 times, K1 , yfwd, 
K3. 

58th and 59th rows — As 2nd. 60th 
row — ^Yon, K to end, cast on 17 sts, 
(these 1 7 sts form start of peak), K1 6, 
K2tog, turn. 



PEAKS 

1st row — sLI, K1, yfwd, K2tog, K3, 
K2tog, yfwd, (K1, yfwd, K2tog) twice, 
yfwd, K2. 2nd row — K15, yfwd, 
(K2tog) twice, turn. 

3rd row — sLI, K1, yfwd, K2tog, K2, 
K2tog, yfwd, K3, yWd, K2tog, K1, 
yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K2. 4th row — K1 6, 
yfwd, (K2tog) twice, turn. 
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5th row — sLI, K1, yfwd, K2tog, K1, 
K2tog, yfwd, K5, yipwd, K2tog, K1, 
yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K2. 6th row — K1 7, 
yfwd, (K2tog) twice, turn. 

7th row — sLI, K1, yfwd, K2tog, K3, 
yfwd, K2tog, K1, K2tog, yfwd, K4, 
yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K2. 8th row — K18, 
yfwd, (K2tog) twice, turn. 

9th row — sLI, K1, yfwd, K2tog, K4, 
yfwd, sLI, K2tog, peso, yfwd, K6, 
yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K2. 

10th row — Cast off 5 sts loosely, K14 
(including st on needle after cast off), 
yfwd, (K2tog) twice. 

This completes 1 Peak. 



Rep 1st to 10th row until all sts of 
border have been worked up. Slip 
these sts on a length of yarn to be 
carried forward for next side. 

With right side of work facing, start 
again at beginning of border. After 
working each border, pick up sts of last 
row of peaks and continue in patt for 
Peaks, noting that the 10th row of the 
35th peak on remaining 3 sides should 
read: "Cast off 5 sts loosely, K14 
(including st on needle after cast off), 
yfwd, K2tog, K3tog". 

When four sides have been com- 
pleted, cast off peak sts. 



TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join cast-on and cast-off sts of Peaks. 

Join corners of borders by sewing 
through loops very loosely in herring- 
bone stitch. 



TO DRESS SHAWL 

Roll Shawl in a very damp cloth, then 
spread out flat to given measure- 
ments, pinning each peak out sepa- 
rately and leave until dry.

Width across centre 

127 cm 

50 in (approx) 

Patons Fairytale 3 ply Courtell^/Bri-Nylon 
4 50 gram balls 

Patons Fairytale 2 ply Courtelle/Bri-Nylon 
6 25 gram balls 



Pair No 5 mm Milward needles for 3 
ply. 

Pair No 51/2 mm Milward needles for 2 
ply. 

Tension 

22 sts and 30 rows to 1 0 cm (stocking 
st) for 3 ply and 2 ply. 

For notes and abbreviations, see 
design page 2. 

Instructions for 3 ply and 2 ply. 

Cast on 8 sts. 

1st row — K, working into back of sts. 
2nd row — * yfwd, K1 ; rep from * to 
end. 3rd and every alt row — K. 

4th row — * yfwd, K2; rep from * to 
end. 6th row — * yfwd, K3; rep from 
* to end. 

Continue in this manner until the row 
"* yfwd, K35; rep from * to end" has 
been worked (288 sts). 



Work border as follows: 1st row — 
K3, * (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, K6; rep from 

* to last 9 sts, (yfwd, K1 ) 6 times, K3 
(432 sts). 2nd to 4th row — K. 

5th row — (K2tog) 3 times, * (yfwd, 
K1 ) 6 times, (K2tog) 6 times; rep from 

* to last 12 sts, (yfwd, K1) 6 times, 
(K2tog) 3 times. 6th to 8th row — K. 

Work rows 5 to 8 inclusive 1 6 times 
more. 

Next row — * yfwd, K2tog; rep from 

* to end. ■ 

Next row — K to end, cast on 8 sts for 
lace edging. 

Work lace edging gradually using up 
border sts as follows: 1st row — K8, 
turn. 2nd row — sLI , K5, yfwd, K2. 3rd 
row — ^yfwd, K2tog, K6, K2tog, turn. 

4th row — sLI , K4, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, 
K2. 

5th row — ^yfwd, K2tog, K7, K2tog, 
turn. 



6th row — sLI, K3, (yfwd, K2tog) 
twice, yfwd, K2. 

7th row — ^yfwd, K2tog, K8, K2tog, 
turn. 

8th row — sLI, K2, (yfwd, K2tog) 3 
times, yfwd, K2. 

9th row — yfwd, K2tog, K9, K2tog, 
turn. 

10th row— sLI, K2, K2tog, (yfwd, 
K2tog) 3 times, K1 . 1 1th row — As 7th. 
12th row — sLI, K3, K2tog (yfwd, 
K2tog) twice, K1 . 

13th row — As 5th. 14th row — sLI, 
K4, K2tog, yfwd, K2tog, K1. 15th 
row — ^As 3rd. 16th row — sLI, K5, 
K2tog, K1. 17th row — ^yfwd, K2tog, 
K5, K2tog, turn. 

Continue as on rows 2 to 17 inclusive 
until all border sts have been worked 
off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. Cast off loosely. 

Flat stitch edges together to form cir- 
cle, taking care not to tighten up when 
working the seam. 

TO DRESS SHAWL 

Roll Shawl in a very damp cloth, then 
spread put flat in a circle to given 
measurement, pinning each peak out 
separately and leave until dry.
